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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report, 
being  that  for  the  year  1913. 

It  complies,  as  far  as  possible,  with  requirements  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  as  set  forth  in  the  Memorandum  recently  issued. 
It  is  a review  of  the  local  circumstances  having  important  bearing  on 
public  health.  It  is  intended  to  be  a record  of  work  done  during 
the  year,  and  an  index  of  work  still  needing  to  be  done.  It  deals 
in  detail  with  the  population ; water  supplies  ; drainage  and 
sewerage  ; scavenging  ; the  work  done  by  the  Inspectors  of  Nuis- 
ances ; Schools  ; Food ; Housing,  etc.  ; and  it  gives  an  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  and  endemic  diseases,  and  the  measures 
taken  for  their  prevention.  With  regard  to  such  points,  it  should 
be  remembered  that  these  reports  are  for  the  information  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  of  the  County  Council,  as  well  as  of 
the  District  Council,  and  that  a statement  of  local  sanitary  questions, 
which  may  seem  superfluous  for  the  latter,  may  often  be  needed  by 
the  former  bodies. 

The  tables  of  the  general  and  infant  mortality  ; of  the  prevalence 
of  infectious  diseases  and  of  their  fatality,  are  similar  to  those  of 
previous  years.  I have  also  compiled  a special  table,  giving  the 
population  of,  and  the  number  of  births  and  of  the  deaths  in  each 
parish. 

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  my  remarks  on  the 
physical  features  of  the  District,  which  appeared  in  my  last  Annual 
Report.  Suffice  it  to  say  that,  from  its  situation,  it  has  a most 
important  bearing,  from  a public  health  point  of  view,  on  the 
neighbounng  localities.  The  prevalence  of  any  disease  in  them 
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is  soon  retlected  in  (nii-  District.  This  statement  is  self-evident, 
because  to  the  south  of  us  are  the  ports  of  Cardiff,  Penarth  and 
Barry,  with  their  contingent  dangers  through  continual  intercourse 
with  foreign  lands  ; while  beyond  the  northern  boundary  are  the 
mining  valleys  with  their  teeming  thousands.  Owing  to  insufficient 
house  accommodation  in  those  districts,  hundreds  of  miners  and 
other  workmen  travel  by  train  daily  from  your  district  to  their  various 
employments. 

A considei’able  (luantity  of  milk  and  other  articles  of  food,  pro- 
(.luced  in  this  District,  find  ready  market  elsewhere.  It  is,  therefore, 
essential  that  a high  standard  of  sanitary  administration  should 
obtain  here,  and  this,  1 venture  to  advocate,  our  vital  statistics 
conclusively  prove  to  be  the  case. 

Although  the  Di.strict  is  mainly  agricultural  and  residential, 
it  also  contains  several  important  industries,  such  as  tinplate  works 
(2),  collieries  (4),  quarries  (8),  brick  (6),  patent  fuel  (2),  lime  and 
cement  works  (3),  bacon  and  sausage  and  jam  factories  (2), 
breweries  (3),  lainidry  (1),  wagon  and  railway  works  (3),  paint  and 
paper  works.  New  large  cement  works  are  nearuig  completion  at 
Burton,  in  Penmark  parish  ; and  the  Gian  Ely  Hospital,  for  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  surgical  and  advanced  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis was  opened  in  July  last.  Moreover,  the  Workhouse  for  the 
aged  poor  and  the  Children's  Homes  are  at  Ely ; the  Cardiff  and 
Barry  Truant  Schools  for  boys  are  at  Dinas  Powis,  and  the  City  of 
Cardiff  Mental  Hospital,  for  the  treatment  of  the  Insane,  is  at 
Whitchurch. 


AREA. 

The  area  of  the  District,  exclusive  of  land  covered  by  water, 
is  65,299  acres,  i.e.,  over  102  square  miles. 

POPULATION. 

The  last  census  population  was  33,200  souls.  The  estimated 
number  iu  the  middle  of  the  year  1913  was  36,042.  These  figures 
are  arrived  at  by  assuming  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
inhabitants  has' progressed  at  the  same  geometrical  ratio  as  in  the 
preceding  decennium.  Although  the  number  of  new  houses  for 
which  wker  certificates  were  granted  during  the  year— thus  signify- 
ing readiness  for  occupation — was  only  132,  the  least  in  seven  years, 

I have  no  doubt  that  the  population  is  fully  up  to  the  estimate.  The 

registered  births  alone  were  504  in  excess  of  the  deaths. 

There  is  no  means  of  estimating  the  amount  of  poor  law  relief, 
as  the  Union  is  composed  of  Cardiff,  Penarth  and  Barry  Urban  ^ 
Districts,  as  well  as  yours,  and  no  separate  accounts  are  kept. 
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BIRTHS. 

Eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  births  were  registered  during  the 
year  as  belonging  to  the  District — ^five  having  been  born  outside. 
The  total  number  is  forty-nine  above  the  previous  year,  which  was 
the  previous  highest  record.  The  birth-rate  is  equal  to  23.96  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  as  against  an  average  of 
24.11  for  the  previous  five  years.  It  amounts  to  26.00  of  the  census 
population.  Fifteen  births,  viz.,  1.7  per  cent,  of  the  total,  were 
illegitimate  ; leaving  849  who  were  born  in  wedlock. 

According  to  sex,  436  births  were  males  and  428  females. 

The  birth-rate  for  all  England  and  Wales  last  year  was  23.9  ; 
and  for  the  rural  districts  alone,  22.2  per  thousand. 

DEATHS. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  deaths  were  registered  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  District.  Of  these  179  were  males  and  181  females. 
Tins  is  the  first  occasion,  within  my  experience,  on  which  the  male 
deaths  have  been  fewer  than  those  of  females.  The  total  is  22  more 
than  in  1912,  but  is  29  less  than  in  1911,  which  was  the  previous 
highest.  The  death-rate  is  equal  to  9.98  per  thousand  of  the  esti- 
mated, and  10.84  of  the  Census  population.  It  is  .26  above  1912, 
but  is  .48  below  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years.  The  slight 
increase  in  the  mortality  over  that  of  1912  was  almost  entirely  due 
to  the  warmer  summer  last  year,  which  caused  greater  prevalence 
of  diarrhoea. 

The  death-rate  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  last  year  was 
13.7,  and  that  of  rural  districts  13.1  per  thousand. 

Corrections. — One  hundred  and  twenty  deaths  of  non-resi- 
dents occurred  in  the  Distriet ; these  were  transferred  “ outwards,” 
or  credited  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  localities  in  which  thej' 
were  domiciled  originally.  Most  of  them  resided  in  public  institutions. 
For  instance, '92  died  at  City  of  Cardiff  Mental  Hospital,  8 at  Gian 
Ely  (Tuberculosis)  Hospital,  6 at  Ely  Workhouse,  and  one  at  the 
Children’s  Homes.  Two  persons  died  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  who 
had  no  permanent  abode.  They  were  credited  to  this  District, 
although  admitted  from  the  Cardiff  Workhouse,  and  so  were  two 
“unknown”  and  unidentified  corpses.  On  the  other  hand,  27 
residents  (16  males  and  11  females)  died  at  public  institutions  and 
elsewhere  “ outside.”  Thirty-seven  deaths  of  residents  and  non- 
residents were  inquired  into  by  the  Coroners  ; the  rest  were  certified 
by  medical  practitioners. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population,  by  excess  of  births  over 
the  deaths  was  504,  viz.,  257  males  and  247  females.  The  births  of 
males  were  eight  more,  and  the  deaths  two  less,  than  the  females. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  WHOLE  DISTRICT  DURING  1913  AND  PREVIOUS  YEARS. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  children  who  died  under  one  year  was  sixty- 
nine.  Tliis  is  equal  to  1.91  per  1,000  inhabitants,  and  amounts  to 
19.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Of  the  above  39  were  males  and 
30  females. 

Other  conditions  being  equal,  the  proportion  of  infants  in  any 
community  will  vary  with  the  number  of  married  women  of  child- 
bearing age  in  the  locality.  In  agricultural  districts,  whence  persons 
in  early  adult  life  frequently  migrate  to  industrial  centres  where 
there  is  more  lucrative  work,  there  will  be  comparatively  fewer 
yoimg  mothers,  and  therefore  fewer  children.  Hence  the  infant 
mortahty  will  form  a smaller  proportion  of  the  general  death  rate. 
For  the  purpose  of  comparing  the  infant  mortahty  of  one  district 
with  another,  one  must  calculate  it  by  the  number  of  births  in  a 
given  area — for  the  births  will  constitute,  so  to  speak,  the  approxi- 
mate infant  population  of  that  area.  On  this  basis  the  infant  death 
rate  amounted  to  79  per  1,000  registered  births,  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  92  for  the  previous  five  years,  and  109  for  all  England 
and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  will  usually  form  a fair  criterion  of  the 
healthfulness  or  otherwise  of  a particular  area,  because  the  feeble 
constitution  of  the  young  child  is  more  susceptible  than  that  of  an 
adult  to  any  deleterious  influences  to  which  it  may  be  exposed. 
Of  course,  there  are  other  important  circumstances  which  have  a 
bearing  on  the  question,  such  as  poverty,  housing,  the  employment 
of  the  mother  before  and  after  birth,  and  the  intelligence  practised 
in  the  care  of  the  child.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  eighteen  deaths  of  infants  from 
Diarrhoea  and  Gastritis,  as  against  9 and  33  in  the  two  preceding  ; 
years.  This  complaint  varies  directly  with  the  heat  of  the  summer,  i 
and  with  filthy  surroundings.  Both  conditions  conduce  to  the  ; 
prevalence  of  the  house-fly,  which  is  probably  the  determining 
agent  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.  All  my  inquiries  failed  to  attach  1 
even  a suspicion  to  any  particular  milk  supply  ; the  fault  seemed  I; 
to  be  always  due  to  some  neglect  in  the  cottage  home.  It  is  very  j 
unsatisfactory  that  as  many  as  12  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  ! 
to  “ Convulsions,'’  which,  after  all,  is  a name  for  certain  nervous  I 
symptoms  of  Avhich  the  cause  may  be  obscure.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  were  fourteen  deaths  (10  males 
and  4 females)  between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years  old,  of  whom 
five  were  due  to  Pulmonary  inflammations,  two  to  Diarrhoea,  and 
one  each  to  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Between  the  ages  of  2 and  o years  there  were  fifteen  deaths 
(10  males  and  5 females).  Measles  caused  one  death  ; Scarlet  Fever 
one  ; Diphtheria  two  ; and  lung  complaints  five. 

Between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  there  were  also  fifteen  deaths  (6 
males  and  9 females).  Scarlet  Fever  caused  one  death,  Diphtheria 
six,  and  tubercular  diseases  four. 

During  the  age  period  15  to  25  years,  seventeen  deaths  oc- 
curred (viz.,  11  males  and  6 females),  of  whom  5 were  due  to  Phthisis 
and  3 to  Accidents. 

From  25  to  45  years,  forty-four  deaths  of  residents  were  regis- 
tered, the  number  of  the  two  sexes  being  equal.  Phthisis  caused  8, 
Cancer  2,  Heart  Disease  6,  Chest  complaints  7,  Violent  Deaths  3. 

From  45  to  65  there  were  70  deaths  (36  males  and  34  females). 
Phthisis  caused  6,  Cancer  14,  Heart  Disease  11,  Acute  Pulmonary 
Complaints  5,  Kidney  Disease  6,  and  Violence  3. 

During  the  last  age  period,  65  years  and  upwards,  there  were 
116  deaths,  viz.,  46  males  and  70  females.  Cancer  caused  10,  Heart 
Failure  18,  Acute  Chest  Disease  15,  Kidney  Disease  4,  and 
Violence  4. 


There  were  five  deaths  of  persons  over  90  years,  viz.,  2 males 
and  3 females.  The  respective  ages  were  90,  93,  93,  93  and  94. 

The  above  Table  also  shows  that  132  deaths,  viz.,  22  residents 
and  110  non-residents,  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  either  within 
or  without  the  District. 

The  next  Table  is  inserted  to  show  how'  the  District  compares 
with  England  and  Wales  : —

* The  standardized  death-rates  (formerly  called  corrected  death  rates) 
are  the  rates  which  would  have  been  recorded  had  the  sex  and  age  constitution 
of  the  populations  of  the  several  areas  been  identical  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales  as  enumerated  in  1901. 

The  factor  for  correcting  the  general  death-rate  of  the  District 
is  1.0145. 

As  it  has  already  been  stated  the  District  is  now  by  no  means 
" rural  ” in  character ; it  contains  .several  populous  areas,  and 
many  factories. 


CANCER. 

Malignant  growths  caused  twenty-six  deaths,  viz.,  8 males  and 
18  females.  The  preponderance  of  the  disease  in  the  females  was  in 
the  special  organs  of  the  sex.  Why  these  should  be  peculiarly 
vulnerable  it  is  difficult  to  guess,  as  the  onset  of  the  disease  did  not 
take  place  until  after  the  child-bearing  period  had  ceased,  in  most 
cases  several  years.  The  total  amounts  to  715  per  million  inhabi- 
tants ; and  it  includes  all  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  District 
which  occurred  elsewhere. 
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TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 


There  were  twenty-one  deaths,  viz.,  11  males  and  10  females, 
attributable  primarily  to  Phthisis  or  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (as 
against  32  in  the  previous  year),  and  six  to  other  tubercular  diseases. 
The  death  rate  from  Phthisis  is  equal  to  .58,  and  from  all  Tuber- 
cular diseases  .74  per  1 ,000.  In  all  England  and  Wales  the  death-rate 
was  2.64  from  Phthisis  and  1.14  from  other  Tubercular  diseases. 
The  total  number  of  Phthisis  cases  notified  was  05,  less  30  non- 
residents at  the  Mental  Hospital.  This  gives  a case  mortality  of 
32.3  per  cent.,  or  in  other  words,  nearly  one  out  of  every  three  died. 
It  should  be  stated  that  not  all  the  fatal  cases  had  been  previously 
notified. 

On  investigation  of  the  reported  cases  it  was  frequently  found 
that  there  had  been  previous  cases  in  the  same  family.  It  cannot  be 
emphasized  too  often  that  most  cases  of  consumption  originate  from 
earher  sufferers,  and  that  infection  takes  place  in  the  home  or  work- 
place. The  source  of  the  infection  is  not  always  traceable,  but  the 
constancy  with  which  it  is  found  makes  the  conclusion  certain. 
With  the  earlier  and  more  efficient  treatment  of  the  patients,  which 
now  obtains,  and  consequently  the  more  intelligent  care  exercised 
over  the  expectoration,  together  with  the  removal  of  advanced 
cases  to  such  institutions  as  the  Gian  Ely  (Tuberculosis)  Hospital, 
one  may  safely  predict  that  even  within  the  next  five  years  there 
will  be  a marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  those  who  suffer  from 
Consumption.  In  course  of  time  it  will  become  as  rare  in  this 
country  as  Typhus  Fever  or  Malaria. 

In  the  treatment  of  Phthisis,  there  is,  to  my  mind,  too  much 
reliance  placed  on  Tuberculin,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  remedies. 
What  is  aimed  at  is  to  establish  in  the  system  of  the  patient  an 
immunity,  or  resistance  to  the  growth  of  the  tubercle  bacillus.  As 
far  as  my  experience  goes,  this  can  often  be  more  successfully  at- 
tained by  combating  any  ansemia  or  indigestion  from  which  the 
patient  may  suffer. 

The  treatment  of  Phthisis  is  not  }'et  as  complete  and  well 
organised  as  it  should  be.  Patients  are,  as  a rule,  maintained  in 
Sanatorium  for  too  short  periods,  say,  three  months.  They 
should  be  kept  until  they  are  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  then 
transferred  to  farms  or  garden  institutions  Avhere  they  get  graduated 
work  and  maintain  themselves.  If  sent  home,  particulars  of  treat- 
ment, etc.,  should  be  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that 
the  medical  attendant  could  be  informed  to  follow  on  the  good  work. 
Many  cases  lapse  on  return  home  from  lack  of  proper  nourishment 
and  often  medical  care. 
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As  in  preceding  years,  disinfectants  have  been  supplied  when 
necessary,  and  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors 
on  death  or  removal  of  the  patient. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Under  this  category  are  meant  those  contagious  diseases  which 
frequently  become  widespread  or  epidemic.  They  are  disseminated 
by  means  of  a living  germ  or  ferment  (hence  Zymotic),  which  may 
be  conveyed  directly  from  another  person  or  patient,  or  it  may  be 
indirectly, ^by  means  of  clothing,  food,  water,  etc.  They  are  called 
“specific”  diseases,  because  they  breed  true;  that  is,  like  any 
particular  seed,  the  germ  gives  rise  to  its  own  kind.  One  might  as 
soon  expect  an  acorn  to  produce  an  apple  tree,  as  for  the  bacillus 
of  Diphtheria  or  of  Enteric  Fever  to  originate  any  other  infectious 
complaint.  The  infection  may  be  spread  in  a variety  of  ways.  (1) 
By  a person  in  attendance  on  the  patient,  such  as  the  nurse  or  mother. 
The  clothing  is  perhaps  the  most  common  means  of  carrying  it  • 
but  the  bacillus  of  Diphtheria  has  been  found  in  the  nostrils  or 
throat  of  such  attendants,  although  they  might  be  free  from  any 
symptom  of  disease.  The  same  may  be  true  of  other  infectious 
complaints.  (2)  By  the  patient  during  or  after  the  attack.  Measles 
bcarlet  Fever,  etc.,  are  highly  infectious  in  the  early  stages  before 
the  rash  appears.  Patients  who  have  had  nasal  or  ear  discharges 
after  Scarlatina  may  scatter  infection  for  weeks  after  the  desqua- 
mation has  ceased.  So  it  is  with  Diphtheria. 

Quite  recently  I had  a young  patient  in  whom  Diphtheria  was 
recogmsed  on  the  first  day,  and  serum  was  injected.  The  patient

^ ^ over  SIX  weeks,  in  spite  of  various  antiseptics  applied. 

It  shows  how  essential  it  is  to  take  a swab  of  every  case  for  bac- 

returns  to  school  or  is 

discharged  from  the  hospital.

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SMALL-POX. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  this  disease  ; but  inasmuch  as  nearly' 
one-half  of  the  children  are  unprotected  by  vaccination  it  is  hardly 
to  be  expected  that,  even  with  the  best  sanitary  measures,  an  out- 
break can  be  evaded  for  long.  Your  Council  are  still  without  a 
Small-pox  Hospital.  Barry  and  Penarth  seem  indisposed  to  come 
to  terms.  Probably  the  Cardiff  City  Council  would  be  more  rea- 
sonable, because  infection  is  more  likely  to  come  by  that  route  than 
any  other.  In  any  event,  it  would  be  as  much  to  the  interest  of 
Cardiff  to  suppress  such  an  outbreak  as  it  would  be  yours. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

Eighty -three  children  were  reported  by  the  Elementary  School 
teachers  as  having  been  absent  on  account  of  this  complaint. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Notified,  4.  Fatal,  none. 

The  notifications  amount  to  .11  per  1,000  inhabitants.  Total  of 
England  and  Wales  was  .22.  This  is  a remarkable  record,  but  it  is 
still  more  so  when,  as  a matter  of  fact,  three  of  the  cases  were  a 
typhoidal  fever  following  Influenza.  It  may  be  impossible  to 
differentiate  between  the  two  conditions  at  first,  because  in  some 
cases  there  may  be  a few  red  spots  on  the  body  resembling  the 
“ rose-spots  ” of  Enteric  Fever.  I have  seen  about  a dozen  patients 
within  the  last  few  years.  The  post-influenzal  fever  may  be  dis- 
tinguished from  the  true  Enteric  Fever  by  the  following  characteris- 
tics : — (1)  the  history  of  Influenza  ; the  “ typhoid  ” symptoms 
may  set  in  after  patient  has  apparently  recovered,  as  a relapse  or 
pulmonary  complaint ; (2)  there  is  no  Diarrhoea  or  abdominal 

symptoms  ; (3)  Widal’s  reaction  is  negative  ; (4)  the  febrile  symp- 
toms may  be  very  high  but  disappear  in  a day  or  two  at  most,  under 
Quinine  treatment. 


MEASLES. 

Fatal,  3.  Death-rate  equal  to  .08  per  1,000. 

The  ages  were  11  months,  13  months  and  2 years.  The  last 
died  from  Croup,  probably  diphtheric.  Seventy-eight  children  were 
reported  by  teachers  to  be  suffering  from  Measles.  It  threatened 
to  become  epidemic  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Notified,  191.  Fatal,  2. 

The  deatli-rate  was  equal  to  .05  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
3.57  for  all  England  and  Wales,  and  4.85  for  Glamorgan.  The  case 
mortality,  or  death-rate  amongst  the  cases  notifie^  was  1^  per 
1,000.  The  notifications  or  sickness  rate,  was  5.29  per  1,000  in- 
habitants. Over  G6.5  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  isolated  in 
hospital.  The  fatal  cases  were  females,  aged  3 and  5 years.  J-here 
were  cases  in  18  parishes  (see  Table  VII.).  The  number  notified  m 
each  month  was  : January,  27  ; February,  11  ; March,  15  ; April, 
10;  May,  11;  June,  0 ; July,  12;  August,  13;  September,  27; 
October,’  23  ; November,  18  ; and  December,  18. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Fatal,  2.  Death-rate  .05  per  1,000. 

The  ages  of  those  who  died  were  5 and  15  months  ; both  males. 
The  disease  was  not  prevalent  last  year,  but  as  it  is  no  longer  noti- 
fiable in  this  District  the  exact  number  is  unknown. 


DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 

Notified,  98.  Fatal,  9. 

Death-rate  .24  per  1,000.  That  for  England  and  Wales  was 
1.89  and  1.55  for  all  Glamorgan.  The  case  mortality  was  9.18  per 
cent.  As  a matter  of  fact  Diphtheria  supervened  in  the  two  fatal 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  sickness  rate  was  2.70  per  1,000.  Sixty- 
nine,  or  nearly  70  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  received  treatment 
at  your  hospital. 

The  value  of  hospital  treatment  in  Diphtheria  is  exemplified 
by  the  following  figures.  Sixty-eight  patients  were  treated  in  our 
hospital — one  died  from  Meningitis,  that  is,  a death-rate  of  1.44 
per  cent.  Five  of  them  had  Laryngeal  or  Diphtheric  Croup,  and 
were  in  an  exceedingly  grave  state  on  admission.  Eight  of  the 
thirty  patients  treated  at  home  died,  one  of  them  being  a woman 
46  years  old.  The  death-rate  among  the  home  treated  was  26.6  per 
cent.  In  fairness  it  should  be  stated  that  seven  of  the  cases  sent 
in  as  Diphtheria  did  not  appear  to  have  that  disease,  and  did  not 
give  a culture  of  diphtheria  bacillus.  Omitting  them  the  case 
mortality  in  the  hospital  was  1.6  per  cent.,  as  against  26.6  among 
those  treated  outside.  Or  to  put  it  in  another  way,  had  the  mortality 
from  Diphtheria  in  hospital  been  at  the  same  rate  as  those  treated 
at  home  there  would  have  been  18  deaths  instead  of  only  one. 
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DIARRHCEA. 

Fatal,  22;  of  whom  15  were  infants.  Death-rate,  .61  per  1,000; 
the  infant  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  was  17.36  per  1,000  births. 
Owing  to  the  warmer  summer  the  disease  was  more  prevalent  than 
in  1912.  It  varies  directly  with  the  heat  of  summer,  and  consequently 
with  the  number  of  house-flies.  The  latter  statement  requires 
qualification,  because  if  house-fiies  are  prevented  from  infecting  the 
milk  no  cases  of  Diarrhoea  occur.  From  its  contiguity  to  the  market 
gardens  your  Isolation  Hospital  is  always  infested  during  hot  seasons 
with  a plague  of  flies,  and,  yet,  as  the  milk  as  soon  as  cooled  at  the 
farm,  is  placed  in  a vessel  and  locked,  and  preserved  at  the  hospital 
from  the  contact  of  flies,  no  case  of  Diarrhoea  ever  occurs.  I in- 
vestigated most  of  the  infantile  deaths.  No  two  cases  consumed 
milk  from  the  same  supply,  thus  implying  that  the  cause  was  a 
domestic  one. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Notified,  10.  Fatal,  none. 

With  the  exception  of  one  infant,  the  patients  were  of  advanced 
adult  life. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Notified,  1.  Fatal,  1. 

Death-rate,  .025  per  1,000.  That  for  England  and  Wales  was 
0.05  and  for  Glamorgan  0.06.  No  definite  cause  could  be  elicited  in 
the  above  case.  There  were  five  other  deaths  due  to  Accidents  of 
Parturition. 


MUMPS. 

This  complaint  occurred  in  almost  epidemic  form  in  several 
localities  towards  the  end  of  the  year  ; 100  cases  were  reported  by 
teachers.  It  is  by  no  means  an  illness  that  should  be  regarded  too 
lightly  ; it  often  produces  serious  and  distressing  s3''inptoms,  es- 
pecially in  adult  males. 

The  next  Table  (VII.)  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  which  were  notified  in  the  several  parishes,  as  well  as  the 
number  of  each  disease  that  were  removed  to  your  hospital  for 
isolation.  There  was  also  a case  of  Diphtheria  received  as  a paying 
patient  from  Cardiff.

There  were  fifteen  patients  in  the  hospital  at  the  dawn  of  the 
year  and  twenty-four  at  its  expiration.  196  patients  were  admitted, 
including  one  from  Cardiff,  and  185  discharged,  two  having  died. 
The  use  made  of  the  hospital  was  nearly  double  that  of  any  previous 
year.  No  pressure  was  required  to  be  brought  to  bear  for  the 
removal  of  a single  case.  In  fact,  the  majority  were  removed  on 
telephonic  message  from  the  medical  attendants  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  parents.  Many  have  been  the  expressions  of  gratitude  of  parents 
and  patients  in  respect  of  the  kindness  and  attention  shown  to  them 
during  the  treatment.  Miss  Evans,  the  Matron,  and  the  Nurses, 
rendered  devoted  and  intelligent  services  to  those  in  their  charge  ; 
and  they  always  gave  me  the  utmost  satisfaction  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  patients  were  being  cared  for. 

Of  the  Diphtheria  patients,  five  young  children  had  most 
severe  Laryngeal  Croup,  and  would  have  stood  little  chance  of 
recovery  at  home.  Seven  others  sent  in  as  diphtheric  had  not  the 
specific  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

From  all  accounts,  yours  was  the  only  Isolation  Hospital  in 
these  parts  that  had  sufficient  accommodation  for  such  infectious 
cases  as  sought  admission  during  the  last  months  of  the  year.

SCHOOL  CLINICS,  ETC. 

The  County  Council,  as  Education  Authority,  has  not  yet, 
apparently,  tackled  this  important  question.  Besides  serious  defects 
of  the  children’s  eyes,  ears,  teeth,  throat,  there  are  always  numerous 
contagious  complaints  to  be  treated.  The  followir^  were  ^^^®ng 
those  reported  to  me  by  teachers  : — Eczema,  57  , Ringworm,  , 
Impetigo,  8 ; Scabies,  8.  Moreover,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  some- 
one to  see  that  children  observe  the  rudiments  of  decency.  In  one 
new  School  recently  visited  by  me  the  sanitary  conveniences  were 
in  a disgracefully  filthy  state,  as  if  their  uses  had  not  been  understood.

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Certificates  of  the  provision  of  an  available  sui>ply  of  wholesome 
water  were  granted  for  the  occupation  of  132  new  houses,  as  against 
293,  297,  281,  246,  172,  169,  and  267  in  the  seven  immediately 
preceding  years.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a marked 
check  in  the  rate  of  building  operations  last  year.  The  newly 
occupied  houses  were  in  Llandaff  parish  61  ; Whitchurch,  27  ; 
Llanishen,  11  ; Porthkerry,  6 ; St.  Andrews,  5 ; Pentyrch,  Radyr  and 
Sullj’’,  4 each  ; Peterston,  3 ; Llanedarne  and  Van,  2 each ; Bon- 
vilston,  Lisvane  and  Welsh  St.  Donatts,  one  each.  xA.ll  new  buildings 
have  to  comply  with  the  Building  Bye  Laws  ; a special  experienced 
Inspector,  acting  under  the  Surveyor,  has  the  supervision  of  the 
work  ; modern  sanitary  appliances  have  to  be  provided,  and  the 
drains  tested  by  smoke.  xA  preliminary  test  is  made  of  the  main, 
and  afterwards,  when  the  fittings  are  completed.  xAll  plans  have 
to  be  sanctioned  by  the  Buildings  Committee,  of  which  Major- 
General  H.  H.  Lee,  R.E.,  J.P.,  D.L.,  is  Chairman. 

The  Housing  Reform  Association  have  purchased  40  acres  of 
land  at  Rhubina  in  Whitchurch  parish,  where  34  houses  have  been 
completed  and  occupied.  They  are  built  on  the  Garden  City  plan  ; 
and  others  will  be  erected  as  the  demand  arises.  The  rentals  are 
from  5s.  9d.  per  week  upwards,  exclusive  of  rates.  The  Whitchurch 
electric  cables  will  shortly  be  extended  to  the  locality.  The  new 
houses  are,  and  those  to  be  built  will  be,  drained  into  the  main 
sewer,  which  is  already  draining  Beulah. 

Large  Cement  works  are  in  course  of  erection  at  Burton,  in 
Penmark  parish.  A number  of  workmen  will  be  employed  there, 
but  so  far  only  six  houses  are  built.  Many  more  will  be  requmed, 
or  there  will  be  risk  of  overcroivding  in  the  neighbouring  villages. 

xAlthough  there  are  ver}^  few  vacant  houses  in  the  District,  no 
case  of  serious  over-crowding  has  come  to  my  knowdedge.  Manj 
people  prefer  to  live  in  the  country  where  there  are  usually  S®® 
gardens  ; and  they  w ill  travel  some  distance  back  and  fore  to  their 
work  for  the  sake  of  the  fresh  vegetables,  etc.  These  are  just  the 
men  of  regular  habits  who  bring  up  their  families  respectably.  It  is 
dissipation,  and  consequent  poverty,  that  leads  to  overcrowding 
and  loss  of  self-respect. 


INSPECTIONS. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  work,  the  District  was  divided  into 
three  divisions,  and  an  additional  Inspector  was  elected  at  your 
June  meeting.  No.  1 consists  of  Lisvane,  Llanedarne,  Llanishen 
Rudry,  A^an,  Whitchurch,  Llanfedws  Rhydygwern,  and  that  part  ot 
Llandaff  lying  North-East  of  the  River  Taff.  It  has  an  area  of  18,0o3 
acres,  and  an  estimated  census  population  of  17,936  Mr.  Evan  Jones. 
Cert.  San.  Inst.,  wvas  the  successful  candidate.  He  has  since  oh- 


taiiied  the  certificate  for  Meat  Inspection.  He  has  begun  well, 
•showing  zeal  and  intelligence  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  He  lives 
in  Whitchurch. 

Mr.  William  Lewis,  Cert.  fSan.  Inst.,  who  lives  at  Llandaflf,  was 
given  charge  of  No.  2 District,  which  consists  of  that  part  of  Llandaff 
lying  West  of  the  Taff,  with  Caeran,  Llanillterne,  Michaelston-super- 
Ely,  Pendoylan,  Pentyrch,  Peterston-super-Ely,  Rad}^r,  St.  Brides- 
super-Ely,  St.  Fagans,  St.  Georges  and  Welsh  St.  Donats.  Area, 
21,604,  and  census  population  about  10,057. 

Mr.  William  Morgan,  Cert.  San.  Inst.,  lives  at  Dinas  Powis,  and 
has  the  oversight  of  the  Southern  or  No.  3 District.  This  is  composed 
of  the  parishes  of  Bonvilston,  Lavernock,  Leckwith,  Llancarfan, 
Llantrithj'^d,  Llanfythin,  Michaelston-le-Pit,  Penmark,  Porthkerry, 
St.  Andrews,  St.  L}’thans,  St.  Nicholas,  Sully  and  Wenvoe.  Area, 
25,642  acres,  and  census  population  5,207.  The  two  latter  Inspectors 
have  now  been  appointed  without  limit  of  time. 

Mr.  Jones  reports  that  he  has  had  eleven  houses,  called  New 
Row,  Ironbridge  Road,  Tongwynlais,  replastered  ; and  also  a great 
amount  of  general  repairs  to  other  houses  in  this  village,  where  he 
began  inspection  under  the  Housing  Town  Planning  Act.  The 
owners  in  many  cases  are  comparatively  poor,  and  require  time  to 
effect  repairs.  A new  earth  closet  was  erected  and  the  old  privy^ 
was  converted  into  an  earth  closet  at  the  Unicorn  Inn,”  Llane- 
darne.  Coedygoras  Cottages,  in  the  same  parish,  which  were  damp 
and  dilapidated,  have  been  plastered  and  made  habitable,  and 
provided  with  storage  tanks  for  water.  New  drains  were  laid  to 
three  houses  in  Blosse  Road,  Llandaff  North  ; and  six  modern 
sanitary  conveniences  were  i^rovided  for  Maindy  Wagon  Works. 

Mr.  W.  Lewis  reports  that  he  inspected  70  new  houses  for 
water  certificates.  In  Llandaff  parish  the  drains  of  8 houses  in 
8pencer>’s  Row  were  found  defective,  and  new  ones  were  provided. 
The  smoke  test  showed  those  of  Tower  House  to  be  leaky,  and  new 
drains  were  laid.  Twelve  houses  in  Robert  Street,  Ely,  had  leaky 
roofs  and  damp  walls.  These  were  repaired,  and  the  backs  cemen- 
ted. Defects  of  ventilation  and  closet  accommodation  were  disco- 
vered at  Salem  Row  and  Temperance  Row,  Gwaelodygarth,  during 
in.spection  under  the  Housing  Town  Planning  Act,‘  and  at  once 
remedied.  In  Radyr  parish  several  of  the  older  houses  at  Morgans- 
town  were  repaired,  and  the  approach  road  to  Spring  Gardens  has 
been  put  in  good  order  by  the  owners.  Dampness  causing  a nuisance 
in  eight  houses  in  Junction  Terrace  was  remedied  by  cementin<7  the 
walls.  ® 

Mr.  Jones  paid  102  visits  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases, 
and  disinfected  61  houses.  Mr.  Lewis  visited  158  and  disinfected 
122  houses,  while  Mr.  Morgan  visited  and  disinfected  53  houses 
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where  there  had  been  fevers.  The  ]Jopulation  in  the  last  area 
smaller  and  more  sparsely  distributed. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  is  no  material  change  in  this  important  work  during  the 
year.  In  the  populous  parishes  of  Llandaff  and  Whitchurch  it  is 
done  by  the  Council’s  own  men.  In  the  others  by  contract,  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors.  In  those  parishes 
where  contracts  exist,  and  where  out-lying  houses  are  not  connected 
with  the  sewers,  the  cesspools  are  emptied  as  required  at  the  cost 
of  the  Council.  The  old  refuse  bins  in  Pentyrch  parish  have  been 
disposed  of,  and  house  refuse  is  collected  three  times  a week.  The 
scavenging  of  St.  Andrews  parish  is  let  to  two  contractors.  The 
refuse  of  Dinas  Powis  is  cleared  thrice  a week,  and  that  of  other 
parts  twice.  As  there  were  23  cesspools  to  be  emptied  under  contract 
in  this  parish,  the  purchase  of  a new  vacuum  cesspool  cleanser  was 
recommended,  but  the  Parish  Council  Avas  opposed  to  such  expen- 
diture. 

The  Council  has  now  resolved  to  contract  for  the  collection  of 
house  refuse  in  the  Porthkerry  portion  of  Rhoose  Village.  There  are 
52  houses  in  the  above  parish,  and  18  in  Penmark.  The  village  is 
provided  with  water  from  the  mains  ; and  there  are  forty-nine 
cesspools.  The  latter  are  of  necessity  a source  of  nuisance  and  a 
danger  to  health.  There  is  not  sufficient  ground  to  dispose  of  this 
sewage  in  the  gardens.  Pending  the  provision  of  a sewerage 
scheme,  which  will  take  many  months  to  prepare  and  get  into 
operation,  I would  beg  to  urge  on  you  to  contract  for  the  emptying 
of  the  cesspools,  or  there  might  be  serious  consequences  should  the 
summer  be  hot. 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  house  refuse  collected  is 
becoming  an  important  one  in  several  of  the  parishes.  Throif^h  the 
generosity  of  the  Plymouth  and  other  estates  tipping  grounds  have 
been  provided  so  far.  But  these  are  gradually  being  filled  up.  A 
refuse  destructor  in  a central  situation  would  solve  the  problem  as 
far  as  Llandaff  and  Whitchurch  are  concerned.  Unless,  however, 
some  use  could  be  made  of  the  heat  generated,  such  as  the  production 
of  electricity  or  other  form  of  energ^q  the  scheme  would  be  very 
expensive  and  unproductive  or  a dead  loss. 

Housing  Regulations,  1910  : — Good  work  has  been  done  in 
this  work  at  Tongwynlais  (Whitchurch),  Givaelodygarth  (Pentyrch) 
and  Porthkerry.  The  older  houses  in  these  localities  were  in  most 
urgent  need  of  inspection.  The  defects  found  consisted  chiefly  of 
broken  floors,  damp  walls  and  defective  rainwater  chutes  or  gutter- 
ings,  sealed  broken  windoAVS,  or  dilapidated  out-buildings.  The 


following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cottages  inspected  in  detail 
under  the  “ Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,”  but  it  does  not 
include  the  result  of  the  routine  work.

a local  authority  has  obtained  a closing  order,  it  contains  no  pro- 
vision or  getting  the  tenant  out  of  the  house.  Very  often  in  such 
ases  of  dilapidation  the  tenant  is  living  there  rent-free,  and  the 
owner  would  be  glad  to  get  rid  of  him,  but  would  like  to  throw  the 
onus  of  doing  so  on  the  District  Council.  Surely,  there  should  be 
a proviso  for  ejectment  in  such  cases,  as  the  premises  are  unfit  for 
numan  habitation. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

This  important  work  has  received  every  attention.  The  warm 
summer  caused  a shortage  in  several  parishes.  The  Bute  estate 
provided  temporary  relief  to  the  village  of  Lcckwith  by  water 
cart  during  the  drought ; you  also  employed  a cart  to  convey 
water  from  the  mains  to  the  villages  of  Fonmon  and  Aberthaw 
(Penmark).  The  question  of  supplying  this  locality,  and  the  new 
houses  which  will  be  put  up  at  Burton  in  connection  with  the 
Cement  Works  being  erected  there,  will  require  your  consideration 
at  an  early  date.  To  extend  the  water  mains  from  Rhoose  would 
probably  cost  £1,000.  Repeated  complaints  were  made  about  the 
intermittent  supply  to  the  village  of  Rhoose.  This  arose 
through  Mains  not  being  large  enough  to  supply  the  dwelhng- 
houses  and  the  Cement  Works.  Representations  were  made  to  the 
Barry  Council  again  and  again  to  carry  out  their  obligations,  but 
the  supply  is  not  yet  satisfactory. 

The  rainwater  storage  tanks  at  St.  Nicholas  gave  out,  but  there 
was  plenty  in  local  wells.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  supply 
at  Prisk,  Welsh  St.  Donats. 

The  scheme  for  taking  Avater  in  bulk  from  the  Cardiff  Corpora- 
tion mains,  to  supply  Clwaelody garth.  Lower  Pentyrch,  has  been 
finished  during  the  year,  and  a constant  supply  is  now  laid  on  to 
Square  Row  and  Engine  Houses.  A three-inch  main  has  been  laid 
from  Penuel  Cross  to  Craigy-y-parc,  where  Thos.  Evans,  Esq.,  is 
building  a new  house.  He  agreed  to  pay  three-fourths  of  the  cost. 

The  problem  of  securing  a better  water  supply  for  Garth  Place 
and  vicinity  in  Rudry  parish  is  still  engaging  the  attention  of  your 
Surveyor ; but  should  he  be  unsuccessful,  it  is  likely  that  the  Rhymney 
and  Aber  Gas  and  Water  Company’s  Mains  will  ultimately  be  ex- 
tended to  the  opposite  (Monmouthshire)  side  of  the  river  Rumney. 
In  that  event  a supply  could  doubtless  be  provided.  The  Dinas 
Poms  residents  South  of  the  brook  have  been  very  dissatisfied  with 
the  hard  water  coming  from  the  Barry  mains.  But  they  must  take 
Avhat  is  given  them,  even  if  they  have  to  spend  more  money  on 
soap  ! 

None  of  your  Avater  supplies  has  a plumbo-solvent  action. 

SEWERAGE. 

A short  seAver  to  drain  the  Northern  end  of  Allensbank  Road, 
beyond  the  Cardiff  boundary,  into  the  Ystradyfodwg  and  Ponty- 
pridd main  seAver,  has  been  completed.  A scheme  for  draining  the 
Cefncoed  district  in  Llanedarne  and  Llanishen  parishes  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the 
sanction  to  a loan.  The  scheme  for  Creigiau  (Pentyrch)  is  in  pre- 


paration  ; Mr.  Wingfield,  the  ground  landlord,  has  volunteered  to 
contribute  £750  towards  the  expense.  Now  that  Penygarn  and 
Pentyrch  villages  are  provided  with  abundant  water  supply  a 
system  of  sew'erage  has  become  necessary.  The  question  of  gradient 
should  not  present  much  difficulty,  but  the  rock  may.  A compara- 
tively small  filtration  bed  would  suffice. 

It  has  not  been  decided  as  to  how  the  sewage  of  Ely,  Eairwater 
and  Llandaff  Cit}"  will  be  disposed  of  ultimately.  The  two  former 
drain  into  the  disposal  works,  consisting  of  septic  tanks  and  fil- 
tering beds,  near  Leckwith  Hill ; the  City  into  the  old  filtration 
grounds.  A loan  was  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  enlarging  the  sewage  disposal  works  by  Leckwith.  Under  the 
mistaken  impression  that  these  works  would  create  a nuisance  an 
agitation  was  started  among  the  parishioners  advocating  the 
connection  of  your  sewers  with  the  Cardiff  Western  Sewer. 

The  Corporation  at  first  offered  to  take  all  the  Llandaff  Sewage 
at  the  rate  of  two  and  sixpence  per  head  of  the  inhabitants  served. 
Then  at  a later  period  the  demand  was  raised  to  four  shillings  per 
head ; and  certain  contingent  liabihties  were  introduced  into  the 
agreement  which  implicated  the  whole  District,  and  which  might, 
in  the  future,  involve  it  in  serious  financial  obligations  and  ruinous 
legal  quarrels.  If  my  surmises  are  correct,  the  District  w'ould  fare 
badly  in  a contest  with  its  wealthy  neighbour,  whichever  way  the 
decision  went.  It  really  appears  as  if  the  Cardiff  Corporation  do 
not  wish  to  accommodate  you,  because  their  Western  Sewer  is  none 
too  large  for  their  requirements.  It  would  be  well  if  the  truth  were 
placed  before  the  ratepayers,  .so  that  your  original  scheme  may  be 
proceeded  with  without  delay. 

STREET  WORKS. 

Contracts  for  Private  Street  Improvement  Works  have  recently 
been  accepted  by  you  for  Africa  Gardens  and  Newfoundland  Road 
(costing  £1,630),  in  Tymawr  Road  and  16  lanes  near  Llandaff’ 
Station  (costing  £1,575,  etc.),  in  Summerfield  Place  (costing  £121. 
etc.)  and  Wingfield  Road  (costing  £595).  Both  hardship  and  a 
nuisance  often  happen  to  those  who  take  up  residence  in  recently 
erected  houses  in  new  streets,  and  before  Private  Street  Improve- 
ments can  be  carried  out.  The  roads  in  such  instances  are  quagmires 
into  which  vehicles  sink  axle  deep.  Your  District  is  no  exception 
to  others  in  this  respect.  It  should  be  in  the  power  of  local  authorities 
to  carry  out  such  temporary  repairs  as  will  prevent  a nuisance,  at 
any  rate,  as  soon  as  the  houses  become  inhabited.  The  expense  for 
doing  so  should  be  made  recoverable  when  the  cost  of  Private 
[mprovements  are  apportioned.

The  total  is  one  less  than  the  previous  year.  These  have  received 
regular  inspection,  and  several  improvements  have  been  effected. 
Cleanliness  of  the  milker’s  hands  and  of  the  vessels  is  now  fairly 
general,  but  grooming  of  the  cows  is  seldom  done.  It  is  very  common 
to  see  the  hairs  about  the  hind  cpiarters  matted  with  manure. 
Mr.  J.iewis  thinks  this  is  partly  due  to  the  lair  being  too  small  for 
the  cows  to  rest  prope^l3^  He  suggests  the  desirability  of  amending 
our  regulations  so  as  to  define  the  floor  space  and  provide  a width 
of  five  feet  for  each  cow. 

New  Sheds  have  been  built  at  The  Mill,  St.  Georges  ; new  floors, 
drains  and  ventilation  to  the  Cowsheds  at  St.  Nicholas,  to  Sutton 
Farm,  Lavernock,  and  the  Small  Holdings,  Sullj'. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Number  registered,  13. 

These  have  been  regularl}’  inspected  and  made  to  comply  with 
the  strict  letter  of  the  Bjm-laws.  The  amount  of  slaughtering  in 
the  majorit}'  of  them  is  small,  consisting  mostly  of  3 or  4 
home  fattened  sheep,  and  occasionally  a pig  or  calf.  Mr.  Evan 
Jones  has  been  yjaying  close  attention  to  the  premises  near  Beulah, 
Whitchurch.  On  a recent  visit  he  found  that  four  bullocks,  and 
20  sheep  had  been  slaughtered  on  a Sunday  morning.  This  man 
buys  his  stock  at  fairs,  and  disposes  of  the  meat  outside  your  Dis- 
trict. Seeing  lamps  hung  up  in  a slaughter-house,  Mr.  Jones,  with 
true  Sherlock  Holmes  perspicuity,  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
slaughtering  was  done  at  night,  and  kept  a strict  watch  on  the 
place.  On  the  whole  the  butchers  deal  only  in  good  class  of  meat, 
and  call  attention  of  the  Inspector  should  the  carcase  not  appear 
(|uite  normal.  Nevertheless,  the  number  of  slaughter-houses  is. 
unnecessarily  large,  and  it  interferes  with  thorough  inspection.  It 
would  be  no  hardship  if  there  were  only  two,  or  at  the  most  three, 
centrally  situated  Abattoirs  for  the  whole  District.  This  would 
conduce  to  proper  supervision,  and  to  more  humane  methods  of 
slaughtering.  There  has  been  great  advancement  in  the  latter 
respect  in  recent  years,  as  compared  with  the  cruelty  inflicted  in 
private  slaughter-houses.  This  is  a question  which  you  might  well 
take  into  consideration.

(d)  Section  15,  16,  17,  23  and  27,  comprised  in  Part  2 ; and  sections 
39  to  42  and  51,  comprised  in  Part  3 of  the  above-named  Act,  shall  be  in 
force  in  the  contributory  places  of  Pentyrch  and  Radyr  within  the  District ;

39  to  42,  comprised  in  Part  3 of  the  above-named  Act,  shall  be  in  force  in 
the  contributory  j)lace  of  Saint  Nicholas  within  the  District. 

(/)  Sections  15,  16,  17,  23  and  27,  comprised  in  Part  2 ; and  section  51 
comprised  in  Part  3 of  the  above-named  Act,  shall  be  in  force  in  the  contribu- 
tory places  of  Cairau,  Penmark,  and  Wenvoe  within  the  District  ; and

named  Act,  shall  be  in  force  in  the  contributory  places  of  BonviLstone,

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Regulations  have  been  made  as  to  the  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing, 
drainage,  and  water  supply  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops,  and  as  to’ 
precaution  against  infection.
